Act IV, Section 28 of the Charter 
says: "Every ordinance shall embrace 
but one subject which shall be clearly 
indicated in iti title." 


The title provides "for licensing all 
manner of business, occupation and 
calling," while Section 1 declares 
"shall be unlawful for any person, firm, 
association or corporation to engage in 
or carry on any business, trajje, calling 
or occupation within the limits of the 
town of Berkeley, without first procur 
ing a license from said town so to do," 
while trie rest of the ordinance provides 
for requiring such licenses from only a 
"few" instead of "all" as first stated. 
This directly conflicts with the charter 
as quoted, also with Art iv, Sec. 50, 
Par. 5 of charter, which grants the 
Trustees power "to license for purpose 
of regulation and revenue 'all' and 
'every kind' of business;" etc. 
IK is no 
answer to the above objection that the 
power to tax "all" implies the power 
to tax a "part" to the exclusion of the 
rest, because "no such person exists 
anywhere." ; ;In, law'thecreature can­ 
not be greater than, the creator.
